The summer term of the school was not satisfactory. The 
unfortunate result was due to the replacing of an experienced 
teacher of much energy by one without experience or the positive 
methods necessary for the government of this school, and to the 
much prevalent habit of ‘telling tales out of school.” Allowing 
children to habitually talk with disrespect of a teacher, and report 
occurrences of the school-room without regard to strict veracity, is 
not only very detrimental to the school, but of serious injury to 
the developing character of the children.
